Funding 

Over $2 million was 

awarded to support to 

school-based health 

centers across the state. 
 

Support 

Awards will support new 

and existing SBHCs and 

include technical 

assistance, support, and 

resources for SBHCs. 

RCW 43.70.825 directs the Department of Health 
to establish a school-based health center program 
to: 

• Expand and sustain the availability of SBHCs for  
K-12 students in public schools throughout the 
state. 

• Prioritize funding for and activities in 
communities that are historically underserved.  

A school-based health center (SBHC) is: 

•  A student-focused health center located in or 
adjacent to a school. 

• Provides integrated medical, behavioral health, 
and other health care services like dental care. 

• A collaboration between the community, the 
school, and a sponsoring healthcare agency that 
operates the SBHC.
